A RETURN of all Sums paid in the Port of New Ross for Quayage, Pilotage, 
or any other demand on Vessels or Boats, for the last Ten Years ; stating under what 
authority demanded, and how applied, in detail.

I have been directed by the Sovereign of New Ross to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter, enclosing an Order of the House of Commons, requiring a Return of all Sums paid in 
the Port of New Ross for Quayage, Pilotage, or any other demand on Vessels or Boats, 
for the last Ten Years ; stating under what authority demanded, and how applied. 

I beg leave, therefore, to acquaint you, for the information of the House of Commons, 
that the Corporation of New Ross, under the authority of their Charters, have for time imme- 
morial demanded and received the dues stated and set forth in the Schedule hereunto 
annexed, and which Schedule is posted in the Town for public inspection. 

Until lately the Water Bailiffs appointed by the Corporation were allowed all suras 
received by them for Quayage or other demands on Vessels or Boats in the Port of New 
Ross, for the purpose of paying them their Salaries and keeping the Quays in repair, and 
they were never required to make any return to the Corporation of what they so received ; 
but there was generally great opposition given to the Water Bailiffs in the collection of their 
dues, and consequently, for want of sufficient funds, the Quays became dilapidated and out 
of repair. 

The present Water Bailiff has been in office only since the 4th December 1834, under 
a different arrangement, by agreement with the Corporation ; and he states, that shortly 
after his appointment he proceeded to enforce payment of said dues with great personal 
danger and risk of his life, from the determined and increasing opposition arising from 
a system of combination against the payment thereof; however, he collected from said 
4th December 1834 to 4th December 1835 the sum of Forty-seven pounds three shillings 
and two-pence, of which he was allowed the one half for his salary ; and from thence to the 
4th day of July instant he collected the sum of Thirty-two pounds six shillings and 
ten-pence, out of which he is allowed only the one-third part. 

The said balances were applied and are now applying towards the repairs of the Quays, 
under the control and management of a committee of several merchants (the greater part of 
whom are not members of the Corporation), appointed by the Corporation, in conjunction 
with some of its own members, for the purpose of laying out and expending said dues 
thereon more effectually ; and, notwithstanding the want of sufficient funds for the repairs 
of said Quays, there still exists, as the water bailiff declares, an raiplacable hostility to the 
payment of said dues, which he states are less than those payable in any other part of the 
kingdom. 

The Pilots of the Port make their own terms with masters of Vessels, and are not account- 
able to the Corporation for what they receive.
